ANNUAL MEETING, 

‘Tho annual mocting of tho supporters of 
tho Ladies’ Bonovolent Society was held in 
the City Holl this afterncon—Hon. J. J. 
Keswick presiding. There was a large at- 
tendance of ladiosnnd gentlemen. 


The Chairmnn. in opening the procecd- 
ings,\said—It aff tds me very gront pleasure 
indeed to ugrin preside at (he annual meet- 
ing of the Hongisug Benovolent Society, 
and before submitting fur your adoption 
tho report and slatewent of accounts I 
would like to make fow remarks in refer- 
ence to the work of the Society. A glance 
atthe roport will make it ovident that the 
Soiety has in nu way relixed its zeal ond 
curv in tho udiviniatration of the charity in. 
the cases which come immedintoly under 
itspurview. observe there have been 49 
applicants for roliof during the year 1893, 
and of the 49 applicants only 12 have been 
unrelieved, either because they wero ua- 
dworving or because they had claims upan 
the charity of-other persons or institutions. 
Tjind in looking at this list of persone re- 
Hoved that there mnat have been before the 
ludiea of this Suoisty a great wumber of 
exceedingly pathetic casea and many’ cases 
ofpersons who uaver before had occasion 
toapply for reliofand who must have beon 
ghd to have a Society to which they might 
Gono aud have their wants supplied with- 
ou ite becoming publicly known. Tt is 
one of Lhe great advaninges uf a Society 
like the Hongkong Beuevolunt Society 
that parsons can cume to it aud be roliey- 
ed, and have tlic caso recorded only in 
the minutes of the Suciety aa Number so 
aud so, instead of by their names, A 
great number have beon so assisted, and it 
twuat be very gratifying to the mombers of 
tio Society to see tha satisfactory resulta of 
tho past yoar. I have heard it said on 
nure than one ocsasion—atnd I would like 
tytake this opportunity of rectifying tho 
istnke—that this Society has, at times, 
Iyen rather too ready to pass easily over 
cases that have come bofore them by 
obtaining pasaagen or granting passages to 
cher purts where the persous se asbtated 
would) beeoma a burden ‘upon other 
Societies auch os this, Now, [am in a 
ywaition to state that people eho make thie 
criticism are under an entire misapprehen- 
sion. Nothing of that kind 1 over donc. 
Tho most careful investigation is made in 
wrory cage which comes before the Gommit- 
teo of this Society, and in p> instance 
bos 4 peraun deen sent to another 
port unless it waa clear that there was a 
probability of hie obtaining employ- 
nent. Tam ghd to have this oppor- 
tunity of contradicting thie — state- 
ment because it creates a mischievous 
impression 2f it goes unchalleaged (ap- 
ploune). Tdunct krow that there is any- 
thing further T ean sxy in connection with 
tho report, but T am satiated thay tho 
dims of the Sorioty upon the apport of 
the benevolent in ELimgkong are iu no way 
dinimishing, bul are, on the other hand, 
neadily increasing. After looking over the 
accounts I must say 1 am sorry to eee the 
salanen in hand is hardly su large as it was 
atthia tmy lastyear, There ie now only 
$034.96 in hand. I hope tho eoutributions 
during the yearan which wo are about to 
outer will be guch as to yreath) sncroase this 
wm when the accouna for the ensuing 
period of work come to be submitted to the 
aext annual mocting.
